Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . Information Disclosure Statement submitted on 7/02/04 has been considered by 
the examiner.

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 2, line 3, change "contant" to - constant --. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. . 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 7 recite a limitation of "FMI set-up" in lines 4 and 2, respectively. It 
is not clear in the claims what does it mean and therefore render the claims indefinite. 

Claims 2-6 depend from the base claim 1 and therefore they are also indefinite. 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U939.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or 
(g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
applicant's admitted prior art Figure 1 in view of Schmidt et ah (US 6,552,783 B1). 

As to claims 1-8, applicant's admitted prior art discloses all the limitations 
except, at least one constant second lighting. However in an analogous art, Schmidt 
disclose an optical system for inspection of printed circuit boards including lighting 
system (18 in Figure 1 ) which includes at least one coaxial light (22, 24a-24b) and one 
side light to provide spectral discrimination and to provide contrast between a first 
surface made from the first material and a second surface made from a second different 
material (see abstract; Figure 1 ; column 2, lines 24-40). The lighting system 18 includes 
a plurality of diffuse lighting sources to illuminate uniformly the region being inspected. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention 
to modify the admitted prior art by including the lighting system as taught by Schmidt et 
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al. because such a modification will provide a good discrimination between an object to 
be inspected (e.g. an electrical component) and a second object (e.g. a surface of a 
printed circuit board in which a second object is disposed (column 2, lines 24-28).

Huber et al. (US 5,612,786) disclose a contour measurement system. 

Cofer et al. (US 6,841 ,780 B2) disclose a method and apparatus for detecting 
objects.
